WASHINGTON 'A P '—Secretary 
of State Dulles said Thursday the 
United States is “ not going to 
attack or tolerate attacks against 
the Chinese Communists'' in the 
Formosa Strait. 


Dulles’ statement, made in a 
television interview filmed for use 
in Great Britain, was made public 
in Washington while the secretary 
was flying home from talks at 
Taipei.

He was bringing with him a re­ 
ported promise from the President 
of Nationalist China to consider 
reducing Nationalist force on the 
Quemoy-Matsu islands near the 
Chinse Communed mainland.

They also appeared to be trying 
to reassure this country a Euro­ 
pean allies and neutralist nations 
that they have no aggressive plans 
in the Formosa area.

T A IP E I (.AP*—Chiang Kai-shek 
ruled out force Thursday as the 
main means of returning to the 
China mainland and reportedly 
agreed to trim his offshore gar­ 
risons slightly. 
Chiang s renunciation of force 
was announced in a communique 
at the windup of three days of 
talks with Secretary of State Dul­ 
les. 
The communique said nothing 
specifically about a troop reduc­ 
tion, but a competent authority 
said Chiang and Dulles had come 
to broad agreement on it. 


This source said this was the 
plan: 
The Nationalist offshore garri­ 
sons would he cut by 15,000 to 20.- 
000 from the 100.000 reported there 
now. These garrisons then would 
he streamlined with modern weap­ 
ons for defense. 


No Timetable Set 


No time for the start of troop 
cuts was set. It would depend 
partly on whether the Commu­ 
nists relieved pressure on the is­ 
lands. It would he scheduled so as 
to give no appearance of yielding 
to Red threats and would he co­

WASHINGTON (A P )—The U S . 
Navy has been ordered to evacu­ 
ate 55 American women and chil­ 
dren from an area held by rebels 
in northeast Cuba. 
The State Department, in an­ 
nouncing this Thursday night, said 
the evacuation will be carried out 
as soon a* possible 
The women and children are de­ 
pendents of about 25 Americans 
who work at the U S government- 
owned Nicaro Nickel plant in the 
north coastal area of Oriente Prov­ 
ince. 
A State Department spokesman 
said they will he evacuated by 
ship “ with the knowledge and 
consent 
of the Cuban govern­ 
ment.” 
Cuban rebels moved into the 
vicinity of the plant within the 
past few days after Cuban govern­ 
ment troops pulled out of the 
region.

The Debt Problem 
Still Unsolved 


Congress, appropriating to the point that the 
Treasury will be compelled to borrow to cover 
a $!2 billion deficit at a time when bonds are 
weak and high in interest rate, has been called 
the most profligate in American history. 
The goal of Congress was to put the govern* 
ment in the market for more goods and services 
to overcome recessionary trends. It rejected tax 
reform as a business stimulant. Yet tax reform 
would have provided incentives for private enter* 
prise in the traditional American way. Govern­ 
ment purchases of goods and services point to­ 
ward bigger government and more public owner­ 
ship. 


Of this the First National City Bank of New 
York says: 


The choice of increased federal spending 
Is not only bouno to he inflationary: it displaces 
individual self-reliance and reduces the resources 
the citizen has at his own command and disposi­ 
tion. Government expenditures, once raised to 
new peace time peaks, never retrace their steps. 
The vested interests which each new program 
develops stand guard to prevent it.” 
The problem of handling the national debt, 
•s it leaps to higher levels, will become more dif­ 
ficult. Investors have less and less regard for 
fixed interest investments. They are going after 
the paper that increases in value while paying 
dividends. 


With states and municipalities, in addition 
to the federal government, competing in the in­ 
vestment market for lendable funds, it will re­ 
quire genius to lead the nation through the pit­ 
falls of skyrocketing debt.

Ricketier, the father of the atomir-powered sub­ 
marine. is to be promoted so that he ran remain in 
the Navy and continue to use his mind and his 
abilities in the interest of the I nited States. This 
country is not so rich is talent that it can afford lo 
lose any. 


As for Admiral Rickover there is no doubt what­ 
soever that he can get a good job with private indus­ 
try. just as General Douglas MacArthur, General 
Luaus Clay and other men. whose talents are of value 
to the country, are selling electric razors tin cans and 
other commodities that might just as well be made 
and sold by lesser minds. If General MacArthur, for 
instance, had not been pushed aside, our situation in 
the Far East might not be so perilous today. 


To me Admiral Ricketier is a symbol of this care­ 
lessness about talented men We have moved into a 
new kind of warfare, into a world of new ideas, new 
methods, new strategy and new tat tics. Just note one 
picture: John Foster Dulles was in Rome attending the 
Popes funeral; he held a conference there with the 
French and West German Foreign Ministers. He then 
took his plane to London, had dinner with the British 
Foreign Minister. He thereupon returned to his plane, 
flew over the North Pole^o Formosa to enter into con­ 
ference with Chiang Kai-shek He left Rome Sunday 
after lunch; he left london Sunday shortly after IO 
p. rn ; he arrived on Formosa Tuesday at 10 08 a rn. 


That us the speed of diplomacy these days. It gives 
• slight picture of the speed of war. Perhaps by the 
time that such a peril may be upon us. if we have 
notice of 18 minutes, we shall be fortunate In World 
War II. we took 18 months to warm up. 
In such an atmosphere, talent is required to meet 
every exigency. Talent is difficult to find 
It is not 
everywhere, in everybody. Of course, many human 
beings believe themselves to be neglected and deserted 
talents, ignored by those in authority, hut the fact re­ 
mains that when one has done such a job as Admiral 
Hyman Rickover has done for the United States, he 
has dcmonstrtHed his exceptional value. 
It matters little that some Naval men believe that 
the dignity of the Navy requires that only line officers 
Rhquld hold the top brass titles. What the I nited States 
has to worry about is not the dignity of the admirals 
but the ability of the United States to defend itself. 


It might also be said thai Admiral Rickover is 


not an indispensable man and thai if he had not 
fathered the “ Nautilus." someone else would have, 
which is undoubtedly true. However, he did do that 
Job. just as Edison did his job on the electric light 
and Marconi on radio. And there are historians 
and scientists who will contest that they were the 
first greats just as there are those who say Shake­ 
speare did not write Shakespeare but that someone 
else did. 


The fact remains that Rickover did this feat. 
■gainst great opposition among Naval men who re­ 
garded his ideas as ridiculous. The truth is that our 
atom-driven submarines have already achieved won­ 
ders and we shall have a fleet of them and it may sn 
happen that many of the line officers will have to doff 
their “ whites,” and wear overalls. We are living in a 
different age. 
To repeat: talent is a rare quality; that routine 
minds are a dime a dozen; that when men of talent 
are found, they should be treasured, and their particu­ 
lar talents should be put to work for the benefit of the 
United States.

Goldfine had not filed his 1955 
tax return, also was delinquent 
in filing his 1957 return due Kist 
spring. 
It also developed that 
he and his companies were de­ 
linquent with some of their state 
and municipal taxes in New Eng­ 
land. 
The Treasury has nothing to do 
with the latter, hut it is under 
compulsion to require every cit­ 
izen to file a federal income tax 
return. 
Accordingly it has now 
recommended Goldfines prosecu­ 
tion for willful failure to file. 
Ordinarily an official Treasury 
recommendation of this kind re­ 
ceives prompt action by the Jus­ 
tice Department. 
If a compli­ 
cated tax case is sent to the Jus­ 
tice Department there may he 
justifiable delay. But willful fail­ 
ure to file is clear-cut and sim­ 
ple 
There can be no argument 
about it.

WASHINGTON - P r e s i d e n t 
Eisenhower made the best poli­ 
tical speech of his career at Los 
Angeles this week 
It was a 
great speech because for the first 
time he outlined clearly the dif­ 
ference between the radicals and 
the 
conservatives

today. 
lf Mr. Eisenhower could have 
stressed this theme earlier in his 
administration, it would have pre­ 
vented much of the factionalism 
that has weakened his party. But 
the significant thing is that the 
President has definitely accepted 
the path of sound economics and 
sound fiscal policy as well as 
firmness in international affairs 
as basic Republicanism

this country since the use of

Pink disease was well named 
because the tiny victims develop

pink. painful hands and teet along 
w ith a scat let tipped nose and 
red cheeks.

The manifestations become pro­ 
gressively worse unless the dis­ 
order is brought under control. 
Skin ulcers form, teeth and nails 
loosen, and pulse and blood pres­ 
sure increase.

damage to the skin and nails.

He chafes among fel­ 
low sulferers and he develops a 
sweet sorrow for himself and a 
splitting hatred for the world 
which put him there. 
Eddie doesn't permit much of 
this in The Keystone His stories 
are hopeful. They look toward a

Recently, he

Hawkes to write a few words on 
what it feel like to be near free­ 
dom after 12 years Hawkes call­ 
ed it “ The Count Down.” 
“ You look forward to the steak 
and eggs fried the way you want 
them .”

Re­ 
cently. there was a movie here 
in which Jayne Mansfield curved
